A  15-Year  Record 

The  enrollment  this  year  repre¬ 
sents  a  15-year  high.  It  has  sur¬ 
passed  the  899  record  post-war 
high  set  In  1949,  and  is  not  too 
far  from  the  1,002  record  all  time 
high  enrollment  of  1939. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  and  Robert  Foster,  regis¬ 
trar,  hi  analyzing  the  enrollment 
figures,  noted  a  12  per  cent  in- 
L crease  in  first  year  students  over 
the  comparable  class  of  1953.  The 
'college  officials  also  noted  a  higher 
ratio  of  returning  first-year  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  sophomore  classes  than 
ever  before. 

Both  of  the  other  upper-classes, 
juniors  and  seniors,  also  show  a 
marked  increase.

Dr.  Clarence  E.  Partch  retired 
July  1  from  the  School  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  State  University  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  after  28  year  of  service.  For 
nearly  25  years  of  that  time  he  was 
Dean  of  the  School.  His  major 
fields  of  interest  were  industrial .
